WASHINGTON—Declaring that 


the new four power Pacific 
treaty 


had "all of the iniquities of tha 
league of nations with none of the 
virtues claimed for that document," 
Sen. La Follette today announced in 
a formal statement that he was 
prepared to do "all in my power w . 
prevent its ratification." 


Mi-. La Follette declared that the 


document, as it stands, binds the 
U. S. to recognize the 
title of 


Great Britain and Japan to the 
"vast territory in the Pacific serz- 
ed by these powers under the treaty 
of Versailles" which territory,^ he 
added, was divided in 
accordance 


with a secret treaty negotiated be- 
tween Great Britain and Japan pri- 
or to America's entrance into the 
World war. 
' "Under the cloak of a conference 
made possible by a world-wide sen- 
timent for disarmament," the sen- 
ator continued, "the diplomats rep- 
resenting reactionary sentiment in 
Great Britain, France, Japan and 
the U. S., have hatched in secret a 
treaty of alliance which morally 
binds this country to go to war with 
never the rights of either of the 
high contracting parties in the Pa- 
cific are threatened. 


"For the U. S. to enter an alli- 


ance with the only great imper- 
ialist nations which survived tne 
war is a rash substitute for the 
peaceful, anti-imperialist American 
policy tested by a century and a 
quarter and based upon friendship 
with all nations and eat»ngling al- 
liances with none." 


Article two of th« Pacific treaty 


•was described by tKe 
Wisconsin 


senator as a "half brother of article 
] 0 of the league of nation* covenant 
and as binding upon the U. S. as. 
it is possible to bind a country by 
treaty agreement to participate in 
whatever "efficient measures" may 
be deemed necessary by the pow- 
ers party to the treaty. 


"This treaty wilT not more pre- 


vent war than did the' alliances 
consummated prior to 1914," 
the 


senator said. "It will provoke ra- 
ther tVinn prevent war and when, we 
ratify it, we morally 
bind 
this 


country to advance to participate 
in any hostilities which may arise 
in the Pacific where imperialistic 
interests are in most heated con- 
flict.'

3921 suffrage had been extended to 
women in the U. S., England, Can- 
ada, Austria, Poland, Sweden, and 
many other leading countries," Miss 
Frazer said. 
It is Miss Frazer's belief 
that 


women are needed to bring expert 
knowledge of women's 
viewpoints 


into the government, and that there 
is a big oportunity for them in the 
diplomatic 
field, 
but 
that most 


women lack the back-ground neces- 
sary for duty in international af- 
fairs. 
"The striking factor in^the ad- 


vance of women is the fact that 
through their vote there has been 
no strangely revolutionary change 
as was popularly expected. Women
